At 6 a.m. on the 20-12-36, the undersigned, with 
the assistance of the French Police, again visited 
Passage 9, House 6, Route de Grouchy, wut Jean.

Wiengarten was murdered, 

Between 10 a.m. and 3 p.m. on the 29-12-36, 

D. 8. Barton kept obeervation on the house, but Jean 
Bertolomeu failed to put in an ap pearance. 

Between 7 p.m. and 12 midnight en the 29-12-36, 
the undersigned end D.8. Barton, with the assistance of 
the Trench Police, visited the Auditerius,end brothels 
and wares on the Avenue Joffre and Reute Des Soceurs, when 
it was learned Jean Bartolomen had mot been seen for 
ae or five days, pri to whieh he had reserted te 
ee plsees. 

On the 30-12-36, a description ef Jean rte lee 
wee eireulated by teleprinter for information ef all 
Loreign detectives, Stating he was wanted for quess 
me Feeulte seerued frem this. Passenger departeeats e 7 
shipping eempanies were aleo warned.

On the 28-12-36, he saw Jean Bartolemeu, at his home 
and offiee, Passage 1284, House 19, Rue Lafayette, when 
Bertolomeu informed him that he had had a quarrel] with 
his paremour, and 41d not wish to sleep at his home, 
Passage 9, House 6, Route de Grouchy, that night, so 
asked Mr. Dentici if he could sleep in Mr. Dentici's 
office. This was permitted, and after leaving early 
the following non ing. Bartolomen, returned later when 
Mr. Dentici was oute 

Mre. Dentici, however, sew him, and she observed 
his demeanour Was very nervous. At about 7.30 p.m. on 
the 29-12-36, Bartolomeu again visited Mr. Dentiei, 
earrying a small valise, end told him that his paramour 
naa given him $50.00 snd a Chinese, name not mentioned, 
nad alse given him $50.00, this $100.00 he said was for 
nis fare to Tientsin, where he had been premised & 
year's contract with the Grand Hotel, es an electrical 
fitter, at a salary of $130.00 per mensem. eo further 
stesed that he was leaving fer Ticentsin that evening

Mr. Dentici, u is a member of the Special Police, 
| of the French Concession, knew Bartolemen when he was 


employed in the armoury ef the French Police, which 
position he was dismissed from 18 months ago. He has 
not had employment sines. 

His paremeur, lydia Efrenenke, Rusesien, employed at 
Metropele Cabaret, residing Passage 9, House 6, Route de 

| Grouchy, was questioned ty D.S. Barton and Detective 
Ivanoff of the French Police, at 4.50 pom. on the 61-37. 
She stated, that at about 8 p.m. on the 28-12-36, she 
quarrelled with Bartolomeu, over his relations with other 
women, when she told him not to visit her again. He 
left the house and she went te her wrk. 

At adout 6 am. on the 29-12-36, he again visited 
her, when she contends that she gave him an emeunt ef 
money in the region of $30.00 to $40.00, at that time he 
appeareé very upset, and said he was leaving Shanghai, 
wat 444 not give his destination. 

The veracity of the paremour's statement is te we 
doubted, as she ie in very beer cireumetenescs, and At b 
414 give Bartelemen r. . weulé naturally knew the’ 
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ound. She could not give a detailed description of

Mr A. Wiengarten, manager of the Maxime Cabaret, 
No. 45 Avenue Edward vii, identified the body as that 
of his brother. 
Following the inquest photographs of the body 
were taken ty officers ef the 8. P. 8. Burem. The body 
was later removed to the Chengtu Mortuary for an autopsy. 
Dr. Wong Wha informed the undersigned verbally, 
that the result of the autopsy was, that death was caused 
ty a blow on the head with a hard instrument, the burning 
of the body followed. 
It appears that at about 3.45.pem. on the 27.12.56, 
a coolie of the dance hall observed emoke issuing from 
under the door-way of the bed-room, he raised an alarm, 
and several Russian and Portuguese employees of the dance 
hall, who were on the ground floor at the time, eames to 
the dance hall and smashed in the door. The door has a 
yale spring lock affixed. They found the ved on which 
the deceased was lying in flames which they extinguished 
with buckets of water.

All the employees of the dance hall were taken to 
the P.S. Bureau Headquarters on the night of the 27.12. 
36 fer questioning, they were released on the evening 
| of the 28.12.36. Names of these individuals have not 
| yet been obtained by the undersigned. 
| Until a late hour on the 28.12.36, né finger prints 
or definite clues at the scene of crime had been obtained 
we officers of the P. 8.

Enquiries by the undersigned and D. 8s. 1. van Tun Fae, 
results of which have been passed on to the d.
